to Ear Bones May Cause 


Deafness 


The week of Oct. 22 to 29 has 
been proclaimed National Hear­ 
ing Week by the President. 
It is a period during which 
physicians and others interested 
in the cause of hard of hearing 
will devote themselves to em­ 
phasizing the prevalence of deaf­ 
ness and the r.oed of discovering 
impairment of hearing in children 
as soon as possible. 
The problem of educating and 
rehabilitating those who have al­ 
ready become hard of hearing 
will be given special attention. 
Some can be helped by modern 
technic in lip reading and oth­ 
ers by using a suitable hearing 
device. 
Experts estimate 
that 
there 
are from six to ten million peo­ 
ple in the United States afflict 
ed with hardness of hearing. They 
may be divided, as Dr. Gordon 
Berry 
points 
out, 
into 
two 
groups: those that 
are 
deaf, 
which means that they may have 
suffered a marked hearing im­ 
pairment early in life before they 
learned to talk, and those who 
developed impairment of hearing 
as they grew older. 
It is important to find out as 
soon as possible whether or not 
a baby can hear. 
Frequently the 
nurse is the first to discover the 
fact that the child has impaired 
hearing. 
A child that does not hear well 
uses its eyes more than one that 
does. He finds no enjoyment in 
the use of a rattle or in other 
kinds 
of 
noise-making 
devices, 
and will not respond to a spoken 
word unless there is movement 
associated with the speaking. 
* 
* 
* 
There 
are 
three 
important 
causes of hardness of hearing in 
infancy. 
In the case of heredity 
the child is born deaf. There is 
apparently a tendency in certain 
families for the inheritance of a 
constitutional structure 
w h i c h 
causes loss of hearing. 
Another cause is the develop­ 
ment of any severe toxic disease 
or of any other type of serious 
poisoning 
which 
may 
paralyze 
the nerve of hearing. Such para­ 
lysis may be associated with men­ 
ingitis, 
scarlet 
fever, 
mumps, 
syphilis, 
or 
occasionally 
with 
measles, influenza, or diphtheria. 
Excessive 
doses 
of 
quinine, 
particularly in the case of a sen­ 
sitive person, may cause some 
loss of hearing. 
A sudden, ex­ 
tremely loud noise or a violent 
blow on the ear may produce 
degenerative changes which may 
result in deafness. 
i 
In addition to the infections 


which may damage the nerves of 
hearing, there is the possibility 
of suppuration which destroys the 
small bones in the middle ear. 
Once the nerve which enables us 
to hear is destroyed or seriously 
damaged by an illness or pois­ 
oning, recovery of hearing is un­ 
likely. 
The most a specialist can do 
to preserve the amount, of hear­ 
ing that is left is to utilize the 
structures that are still intact 
and to relieve the body of nasal 
obstructions 
which may consti­ 
tute an additional load for the 
damaged tissue to carry.

GERMANY'S WEAKNESS 
(Oakland, Calif., Tribune) 
Dr. Karl Brandt, distinguished German econo- 
nist, now on the staff of the Food Research ln- 
ititute of Stanford University, points out the suc­ 
cess Germany has had in closing the “fat gap” 
vhich was the most serious lack in all German 
*ood req uirements when Hitler came into power. 
Dr. Brandt’s pub lication, which is reviewed in 
:he current Geographical Review, contains this 
» tatement: 
. . . The Germans have expanded their dairy an- 
iustry b y improvement of stock, expansion of silo 
opacity, increasing and improving 
pasturage, 
ind b y reducing the price of chemical fertilizer. 
They have discouraged the consumption of margar- 
ne made from imported vegetab le and whale oils, 
ind sub sidized the production of oil seeds. 
The prob lem of closing the fat gap also has b een 
it tacked in attempts to decrease fat consump­ 
tion. Butter and margarine are to some extent 
replaced b y sugar, jam and marmalade. Sugars 
aave also b een sub stituted for fats in b aking. The 
loap industry, which is the principal industrial

SEQUEL TO JOSEPH’S DREAM 
(Daily Oklaho man) 
Joseph was secretary of agriculture under Par- 
aoh. 
One night he had a dream ab out the ever- 
normal granary. 
Pharaoh b ecame exceedingly 
steamed up ab out the scheme and ordered it put 
into effect. For a while it worked. But in the forty- 
seventh chapter of Genesis troub le b egan to b rew.

Came the second year and their cattle were 
gone, so Joseph said, “All right, give us your 
land.” 
Quote: “So Joseph b ought all the land of Egypt 
for Pharaoh; for the Egyptians sold every man his 
field, b ecause the famine was sore upon them: 
and the land b ecame Pharaoh’s. . . . Then Joseph 
said unto the people, Behold, I have b ought you 
this day and your land for Pharaoh; lo, there is 
seed for you, and you shall sow the land. And it 
shall come to pass at the ingatherings, that ye 
shall give a fifth unto Pharaoh, and four parts 
shall b e your own, for seed of the field, and for 
your food, and for them of your households, and 
for food for your little ones.” Unquote. 
So Pharaoh and Joseph had all the land and 
livestock and had made sharecroppers of all the 
people. 
They had b uilt up one of the slickest little pa­ 
ternalistic governments you ever saw. If the people 
wanted anything they had to go, hat in hand, to 
Noph Memphis, the capital, for handouts. That was 
where was invented the expression—“You can’t 
b eat Santa Claus.1 
This chiseling episode in the career of Joseph is 
something that has escaped general attention, b ut 
it has a definite point these days. Of course the 
Pharaohs took only one-fifth then, and now gov­ 
ernment of all sorts takes one-fourth of all our 
sub stance for its riotous living, b esides a heavy 
trib ute in the form of invisib le taxes. 
History grimly repeats. As in Pharaoh’s time.

When the act went into effect a 
year ago it was estimated that 
the minimum wage provision af­ 
fected ab out 750,000 of the poor­ 
est paid workers. 
Skilled lab or has at no time 
b een b enefitted 
b y 
the 
wage 
minimums. 
It has b een paid, 
and would have b een paid more 
than the 25 or 30 cent minimums 
even if the act had never b een 
passed. 
But the hourly maximums af­ 
fect skilled lab or as well as un­ 
skilled. Before the act went in­ 
to effect b oth skilled and un­ 
skilled could agree to work any 
numb er of hours a week unless 
forb idden b y State law, as was 
the case in some hazardous oc­ 
cupations. A year ago the maxi­ 
mum b ecame 44 hours. 
Now it 
is only 42 hours. 
A year from 
now it will b e only 40 hours. The 
44 hour provision effected 2,- 
500,000 workers. 
The new 42 
hour maximum will affect still 
more 
Will the workers like it? Here 
is the hurdle. If the hourly rate 
has b een $1 the worker made a 
maximum of $44 a week. 
He 
will now make a maximum of 
$42. This is $2 less a week. Next 
year he will make a maximum of 
$40. 
This is $4 a week or $200 
a year less. 
Now unless work­ 
ers through collective b argaining, 
or the 
economic 
pressure 
of 
strikes, actual or threatened, get 
an increase in their hour rate 
sufficient to make up this shrink­ 
age in pay due to shrinkage in 
hours, or unless it is made' up b y 
their b oss through time and a 
half pay for overtime hours, the 
worker is going to b e hurt b y 
the act. 
This b rings to light a funda­ 
mental fault in the law. It ought 
not to have attempted to put 
minimum wages and 
maximum 
hours in the same b ill. There is 
general acceptance of minimum 
wages as an effort to improve 
the lot of those least ab le to pro­ 
tect themselves 
from economic 
pressures

suddenly

emnts of War and Navy.) 
WASHINGTON — Most impor­ 
tant b ranches of the Government 
during the first few years of the 
New Deal were Agriculture, b e­ 
cause the plight of the farmer was 
a m atter of major concern; the 
Treasury, b ecause taxes, gold and 
the dollar constantly were b efore 
the nation; the Interior Depart­ 
ment which handled the pub lic 
works program; Justice, which 
had to defend New Deal legisla­ 
tion b efore the Supreme Court; 
plus the Lab or aj^j Commerce 
Departments and the new relief 
agenies. 
For six years New Deal em­ 
phasis was placed upon the civilian 
and domestic b ranches of govern­ 
ment. 
But today all that is changed. 
European war is the reason. To­ 
day, most important b ranches of 
the Government are the State, 
War and Navy Departments. 
By some q uirk of fate, also, it 
is two of these three departments 
which, just at the time they are 
needed most, happen to b e the 
weakest in the Government. 
Today the Navy is enjoying the 
largest peace time appropriation 
in the history of the country. Yet 
it is limping along with only an 
acting Secretary of the Navy who 
has b een ill part of the time. 
, 
Sick Men 
Prior to the depression, the 
Navy had two Assistant Secretar­ 
ies, in addition to its chief. Hoo­ 
ver economy eliminated one assis­ 
tant. But those were the days of 
disarmament, and never was it 
contemplated that the Navy should 
get along with no Secretary and 
only one Assistant Secretary at 
a time when it is more important 
to the nation than at any period 
in 21 years. 
During the six years of the 
New Deal, the Navy was under 
the command of Claude Swanson, 
sometimes so ill that he had to b e 
carried out of Cab inet meetings. 
Amazing fact is that since Swan­ 
son’s death, Roosevelt has consid­ 
ered appointing as Secretary of 
the Navy Harry Hopkins, another 


very sick man. Hopkins has b een 
too ill to give much attention to 
running his Commerce Depart­ 
ment. 
In fact, some of the President’s 
friends almost b elieve that he is 
keeping the Navy leaderless for 
the specific reason that he wants 
to b e Secretary of the Navy him­ 
self. 
War Mud-Throwing 
In contrast to the Navy, the 
War Department today suffers 
from the fact that there are two 
virtual secretaries, each one in­ 
tent on running the Army. 
One is mild innocuous charming 
little Harry Woodring, one of the 
nicest Secretaries of W ar ever to 
try coping with the generals. The 
other is 
dynamic, hard-hitting, 
restless Louis Johnson, who as- 
Assistant Secretary never is hap­ 
py unless he is summoning war 
councils or mob ilizing industry. 
Rowing b etween them is so 
vituperative and vindictive that 
army officers do not know who 
is running the War Department, 
so general efficiency suffers. 
Second result is that major War 
Department decisions go across 
Roosevelt’s desk. He has to b e 
the arb iter b etween Woodring and 
Johnson. Thus he b ecomes Sec- 
retai-y of War as well as Secre­ 
tary of the Navy. 
Service Men At Top 
Also it means that the generals, 
except for major decisions, really 
run the War Department, and a 
century of experience has proved 
that the American system of hav­ 
ing a civilian in charge of military 
affairs b y all odds is the b est. 
Most tragic illustration of what 
service men do when running the 
Army or Navy is illustrated in the 
latter department, where the ad­ 
mirals have b een in full sway 
ever since the New Deal. 
And with a few exceptions they 
have played the old Navy game. 
Politics is a rife in the Navy De­ 
partment as on Capitol Hill 
The 
younger officers and the enlisted 
men are tops, b ut the higher- 
b racket officers are stagnant. For 
the most part they have reached 
high position b y influence. They 
are the men who have pulled 
wires, have money, and whose 
wives dine out with the right 
people. 


Ham and Eg g s, Part IS 
Beginning with this article, I 
will answer some arguments used 
b y the advocates of the plan and 
at times point out danger spots 
that have b een overlooked. 
When Mr. Nathan Porter was 
speaking the other night at the 
high school, he answered two ques­ 
tions that have b een asked many 
times 
b y those who oppose the 
plan. 
The 
q uestions 
are, (1) 
How can the warrants b e redeem­ 
ed within 30 days from date of 
issue, when the 
measure 
states 
they 
cannot 
b e redeemed until 
they are fully stamped with 52 
two-cent stamps and not sooner 
than 53 weeks after date of is­ 
sue?” (2) “Where will the money 
come from with which to redeem 
them, if 100 cents is paid for a 
warrant on which there is only 
five twocent stam ps?” 
In an­ 
swer to the first 
q uestion, 
Mr 
Porter said, there is a difference 
b etween redeem and convert. Re 
deem means lo pay the face vahie 
and take the warrant out of circu­ 
lation and destroy it. Conversion 
■means to exchange the warrant 
for its face value and then put it 
b ack into circulation. 
Warrants 
cannot b e redeemed until after 53 
weeks and until they have 52 two­ 
cent stamps on them. 
But war­ 
rants can b e converted into cash 
at their face value thirty days 
after date of issue, provided they 
are stamped 
one 
week 
ahead 
which means they have five two­ 
cent stamps on them. 
In answer to the second q ues­ 
tion, Mr. Porter said, there is to 
b e created a warrant conversion 
fund which will b e accumulated 
from the sale of stamps, the trans­ 
fer from the gross 
income 
tax 
fund, from the sale of b ank stock 
and from the $700,000 for initial 
expenses. He went on to say that 
the authority for that comes from 
the provisions setting up the credit 
clearings b ank 
which 
provides 
that the b ank shall maintain a 
“clearing house for money checks 
and for warrant cheeks” and shall 
have all the powers, rights and 
privileges of all b anks and trust 
companies under the laws of Cali­ 
fornia, 
(Sections 27, 28). The di­ 
rectors of the b ank have power to 
adopt rules for the conduct of the 
b ank. Sec. 17 (4). 
Mr. Porter’s answer 
to those 
q uestions are perfectly satisfac­ 
tory, b ut immediately a numb er 
of other perplexing q uestions arise. 
1. Sec. 15 (3) provides very 
clearly that the money derived 
from the gross income tax shall b e 
paid into the State treasury and 
b e kept b y the State treasurer in 
a special fund entitled “Gross In­ 
come Tax fund.” Then it provides 
specifically four ways the money 
shall b e used, b ut not one of these 
uses is to convert warrants into 
cash. How, now, can the adminis­ 
trator make a rule in direct vio­ 
lation of the constitution and take 
this money or any part of it from 
the State treasury and use it for 
another purpose? 
2. Do b anks or trust companies 
take funds specifically allocated 
b y the constitution to some de­ 
partment and for some specific 
purposes, and use them for some 
other purposes? 
3. Do b anks ever in their clear 


ing house activities and exchange 
b usiness ever make any exchanges 
on any b asis other than that of 
equal values in the exchange? Do 
they ever exchange $1.00 for 10 
cents? 
4. How many times during the 
year can the same warrant b e 
converted into cash at its face 
value? After converted into cash 
at the end of the first 30 days 
after issue, can it b e again con­ 
verted in another 
30 
days 
or 
sooner 7 
5. If it is converted every 30 
days, that is 12 times a year, 
will not the b ank b e paying out 
$12 and getting b ack at the end of 
the year $1.04? 
6. If the answer to q uestion 
5 is yes, then, how long can any 
financial institution remain sol­ 
vent that does such a thing?

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P R O F I T E E R I N G ?

is he who needs the additional 
hours of work the most. 
When the ceiling during peak 
work periods is lowered from 44 
to 42 to 40 hours the yearly aver­ 
age is sure to b e less. You have 
lower peaks to b alance off the 
valleys. 
If a worker could b al­ 
ance off 25 weeks of 32 hours 
against 25 weeks of 48 hours, he 
still has a yearly average of 40 
hours. 
But when his peak is 40 
his yearly average is certain to 
b e b elow 40 with conseq uent re­ 
duction in total annual earnings. 
Exceptions were made in the 
act of a few peak b usinesses like 
salmon fishing or tomato pick­ 
ing where you can what you can 
when you can. 
But nearly all 
b usinesses are more or less sea­ 
sonal—including such b asic ones 
as steel and coal. 
Here the act 
collides with fact. 
And the act 
is going to suffer. What interests 
the worker—and his wife—is to­ 
tal annual pay. 
The reduction 
in hours points toward a reduc­ 
tion in pay. 
The b ill’s authors would get 
around this b y time and a half 
overtime. 
But how many em­ 
ployers can pay fifty per cent 
more in wages 
for 
overtime? 
Ford, for example, reported 
factory profit during the past 
few years of only 56 a car. Com 
But a limitation on hours is a;panies with hair line margins of 
different story. 
And its b urden ¡b lack ink like this, b ig or small 
falls hardest on the poorest. 
It!—and there are thousands of 


them—cannot pay time and a 
half and keep ahead of the sher­ 
iff. 
So I look to see the Wage- 
Hour b ill b ecome increasingly un­ 
popular, with 
increased 
lab or 
strife to get increased hourly 
wage scales to offset reduced 
hours. 
The 40 hour week goes 
into effect Octob er, 19 40, next 
year, just b efore election, b y the 
way. 
But you won’t have to 
wait until next year. 
Many in 
dustries will at once go all the 
way from 44 to 40. They will not 
stop at 42. 
The reason is that 
the 8 hour day has b ecome stand 
ardized, and plants cannot af 
ford to open up for only two 
hours on Saturday. 
The result 
is that many will omit Saturday 
altogether and do it now. 
And 
when the plant does not run the 
unskilled as well as the skilled 
worker does not work. 
The maximum hour provision 
assumes that there is only a lim­ 
ited amount of work to £ e done. 
It assumes that you can con­ 
tinually b oost unit lab or costs 
without reducing sales and em­ 
ployment. 
It is a reflection of 
the A m e r i c a-a t-the-end-of-the 
trail defeatist philosophy which 
makes up such a large part of 
the Third New Deal. 
The day 
may not b e distant when the 
American workman is apt to say 
“I’ve had enough laws. 
Give me 
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Co py rig ht, 19 3 9 , Am erica’s Future, Inc. 


The evil of profiteering is given 
wide pub licity in Washington at the 
present time. Our statesmen are 
b usy devising plans and laws to 
prohib it profi­ 
teering during 
the period of 
the European 
war. But no one 
has given any 
clear definition 
of profiteering 
as far as the 
writer has seen. 
To say tha t 
profiteering is 
“charging too 
much for confi- 
modities placed 
on the market” 
means nothing. 
M W hat is too 
much? 
As a rule those who are using the 
war, 4000 miles away, as an excuse 
for giving the Executive large pow­ 
ers to prevent profiteering are really 
state socialists at heart who want to 
give the government the authority to 
fix prices. If the Executive is given 
the authority to punish every one 
who sells commodities too high, and 
it is left to him to arb itrarily decide 
when they are too high, it will b e 
hazardous to offer goods for sale with­ 
out a government stamp on each 
commodity stating the limits of the 
price. Price fixing b y the government 
is one of the chief factors in the Ger­ 
man system of Hitler State Socialism. 
We are not at war and we are not 
living under war conditions. The sen­ 
timent in this country is overwhelm­ 
ingly against our going 4000 miles to 
get into a European war. If the people 
are drawn into this conflict against 
their sob er judgment, it will b e due 
either to mutton head leadership or 
to leadership that hides its definite 
plan to enter b ehind its loud protests 
against entering. 
It is a well recognized principle of 
political science that when a country 
is at war the government may exer­ 
cise almost unlimited power in any 
and all fields of activity. This theory 
gives radicals who may b e in control 
of a conservative government, at the 
b eginning of a war, a coveted oppor 
tunity to capitalize the unusual war 
powers to destroy conservatism per­ 
manently and entrench a radical gov­ 
ernment in its place. Hence the pre­ 
diction that if we enter the European 
war American industrial freedom will 
b e permanently destroyed. 
Much that is commonly designated 
ss profiteering is thoroughly legiti­ 
mate and constructive in b usiness, 
and much that is regarded as thor­ 
oughly legitimate has all of the char 
acteristics of profiteering. 
Any prolonged war on a large scale 
necessarily causes an advance m 
price* in every country. The transfer 


of millions of men from productive 
work to destructive activities, to­ 
gether with the enormous consump­ 
tion and destruction of various com­ 
modities b y the military forces, of 
necessity creates unusual scarcity; 
with increased scarcity prices neces­ 
sarily rise. In addition to this, war 
b usiness is always hazardous. Those 
who make large expenditures to take 
care of war b usiness take b ig risks 
since the b usiness may suddenly 
come to an end at any time. Everyone 
who understands the elementary 
principles of b usiness knows that 
prices and profits must b e in propor­ 
tion to risks. While the profits of war 
b usiness may b e large, the losses that 
result from the depressed condition 
following the war are also large. A 
hazardous b usiness pays no more in 
the long run than a stab ilized b usi­ 
ness. As a rule it doesn’t pay as much. 
Every one has a right to sell his 
commodities or services at the market 
price. The prices of commodities or 
services on the open competitive 
market are always fair prices. They 
are fixed b y natural forces, and are 
always in accord with general wel­ 
fare. In practice every aane person 
sells his commodities or services on 
the market at the b est price he can 
get. Every one has b oth an economic 
and a moral right to sell at the market 
price. To call any individual or corpo­ 
ration a “profiteer" b ecause this in­ 
dividual or corporation sells at the 
market price is a common slander. In 
no sense is this profiteering, and the 
government has no right under the 
Constitution to prohib it anyone from 
selling his commodities or services 
at the market prices. 
Profiteers are those who comb ine 
for the purpose of ob taining, b y com­ 
pulsion, more than the legitimate 
market price for their commodities 
or services. Groups of b usinessmen 
and groups of employees that are 
seeking to secure more than the 
market prices for their commodities 
and services are profiteers. To ob tain 
more than the market price for goods 
or services b y any sort of compulsion, 
legal or otherwise, is fundamentally 
dishonest, b ecause those who profit 
b y such a monopolistic privilege take 
property to which they have neither 
a moral hor an economic right 
It is the function and the duty af 
the government under the Constitu­ 
tion to prohib it the exercise of 
any 
monopolistic privilege b y profiteer 
b usiness groups or profiteer lab or 
groups, and protect every American 
citizen in his inalienab le right to sell 
his commodities or service* on 
an 
open market at the market price. The 
Administration needs no additional 
power and authority against profi­ 
teering. It negds only a stimulation 
that will inspire it to exercise the 
power and authority that it ]
